Recreation A Vital Necessity 


Ever since some authority discovered and told the world that every 
man should have a hobby, the dictum has been reiterated at intervals by 
later authorities with varying degrees of emphasis and sometimes by those 
who are interested in promoting some form of amusement or recreation. 

Whether uttered, however, with or without an ulterior motive the asser- 
tion is one wh'ch has a sound foundation in psychology and human experience. 
Tt is first cousin and as well founded as that more popularly known saying: 
“All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy.” 


While a hobby or recreation is a valuabe adjunct to work for man at 
all periods of his march from the cradle to the grave, in at least two stages 
of his progress, in youth and in old age, it is an absolute essential if he is 
to achieve the goal of life—happ‘ness. : 

The word recreation itself gives a clue to the reason. Re-creation, the 
making over again of the individual as he seeks relaxation from the “trivial 
round and common task” means what it indicates. 

Unless a man is content to be a dult clod, he must refresh and re-create 
himself by seeking relaxation in some pursuit which, for the time, will lift 
him above the cares and worries incidental to earning his daily bread and 
providing for the needs of those dependent upon him. He needs some inter- 
est, which will infuse rest into acheing limbs or brush away the cobwebs 
from the brain. 

In youth this diverse interest may take the form of athletics, mechani- 
cal activity and with a minority, some more sedentary type of relaxation, 
but no matter what form it may take, it is essential to the development of 
a sound, robust citizenship, that youth should be allowed time for recreation. 

The lad or young man without a hobby is apt to become morbid and 
unhealthily introspective. Youth is normally a period of superabundant 
energy and this overflowing vivacity should be allowed to express itself in 
forms of healthy recreation, and if it can be used as a step ladder to a life 
vocation, it is that much more to the good. 


Many a youth has “found” himself in the pursuit of a hobby. History 
is full of stories of boys and young men who have made good in later life 
because they have been allowed to follow their bent and of many more who 
have done so despite overwhelming obstacles and discouragements. By all 
means encourage the young man to take up some interest, apart from his 
daily work and chores. 

And if a hobby is essential to youth it is vital to old age. There is no 
more pitiful sight than the old man whose physical powers have waned and 
‘ who has no interest in life or in living. Such a man is a burden to himself 

and an incubus to his associates. He is misery. personified and makes miser- 
able those with whom he comes in daily contact. 

But the old man who has built up an interest secondary to the life work 
which he pursued in his prime is spared these pains and penalties of ad- 
vancing years. As he becomes physically enfeebled he is able to turn his 
hand and his mind to a pursuit which daily grows in fascination, because 
it can be taken for granted, that the hobby which he has developed is some- 
thing which he likes and in which, therefore, he can excel. Such a pursuit 
will go far towards prolonging life itself and will certainly give zest to the 
declining years. Gloom will give way to sunshine and contentment will dis- 
place moroseness. ’ $ 

But it is too late for the aged to develop a hobby after they have 
reached the sere and yellow. The old adage, “You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks” is.applicable to humanity. There may be exceptions but that 
is the rule. That is one of the reasons why, even during the crowded years 
of prime and middle life, a recreation is not only advisable but essential. It 
is an insurance policy for a contented and interesting old age. 

Moreover the man who diversifies his interests beyond his life’s voca- 
tion, even during the period when life is at the full, is more likely to have 
an old age in which to further develop his hobby. It need not necessarily 
be something apart from his daily work. It may well be something related 
to it, in which event its pursuit will yield additional interest and perhaps 
more tangible dividends in the task of making a living.

Mounted Section Necessary 
Separate Division Of R.C.M.P. Is 
Being Considered 

The old order changeth. 

The Mounted Police are consider- 
ing forming a mounted section in the 
force, according to the annual report 
released at Regina headquarters. 

“If present plans are advanced to 
tompletion,” the report states, “the 
subjects of equitation, mounted drill 
and stable management will be un- 
dertaken by those assigned to the 
mounted section only.” 

The report states difficulty is ex- 
perienced in completing the training 
of some recruits within the prescrib- 
ed period of six months when inten- 
sive training in equitation is includ- 
ed in the syllabus. 

So some recruits may be assigned 
to mounted duty only, while others 
will take instruction in more modern 
and rapid means of travel. 

Despite reports that the force was 
slowly but surely doing away with 
horses, Major-General Sir James H. 
MacBrien, commissioner, states in the 
report that “there is no intention 
whatever of dispensing altogether 
with the mounted man. A well train- 
ed mounted unit of sufficient number 
is invaluable to any force which may 
have to deal with unruly crowds.” 

At the present time, the report 
states, the force throughout the Do- 
minion has 258 saddle horses and 19 
team. horses, and of these, 88 saddle 
horses and 18 team horses are locat- 
ed in Saskatchewan. 

Other means of land transport 
owned by the Mounted Police are 411 
passenger cars; 34 motorcycles; 19 
motor trucks; three railway gas cars 
and 413 sleigh dogs. 

Of that number, there are 96 motor 
cars, four motor trucks and 28 dogs 
stationed in Saskatchewan. 

The force also operates 11 cruisers 
and eight patrol boats in preventive 
services on the eastern and western 
coasts.

About In Canada Through 


Motor Car 


Canada’s highways and motor cars 
present a striking illustration of 
changes brought about by progress 
and invention. 

In the early days of settlement, 
roads were auxiliary to water routes 
as avenues of transportation. They 
were used during the summer season 
when portoges were necessary to 
avoid obstacles to river and 
travel. and during the winters when 
ice prevented navigation. The growth 
of population and the demand for 
means of communication between set- 
tlement points soon made necessary 
the introduction of overland routes, 
and road construction in Caanda got 
under way in the pioneer stages of 
the development of the country. Ex- 
clusive of the streets in cities, towns 
and incorporated villages, the total 
mileage of surfaced roads in Canada 
at the end of 1934 was 93,642, over 
half of which was in Ontario. The 
mileage of unimproved and improved 
earth roads was 315,627 miles, mak- 
ing a total of 409,269 miles of rural 
roads in Canada. 

The automobile has played a most 
important part in Canada's road his- 
tory, especially during the last twenty 
years in which the motor car has 
come to rank as a necessity of life 
to a large proportion of the popula- 
tion. The motor car made its advent 
in Ontario in 1904, when 535 vehicles 
were registered, and from. that 
meagre number registrations in the 
Dominion as a whole grew by leaps 
and bounds until they reached the 
peak figure of 1,232,489 in 1930. The 
next three years showed a slight de- 
cline, but in 1934 the automobile 
again gained ground with registra- 
tions totalling 1,129,532 vehicles, a 
gain of 46,575 over 1933. 

Canada has a wealth of highways 
and motor cars, and the extent to 
which the Canadian people now enjoy 
the educational and _ recreational 
values of travel reflect the new and 
higher standards of living which pro- 
gress and invention have placed prac- 
tically within reach of all. 


Made Unlucky Catch 


Torpedo Very Nearly Brought Dis- 
aster To Fishing Boat 

A torpedo weighing several hun- 
dred pounds, entangled in the net of 
the Hamburg fishing cutter Frieda, 
nearly brought disaster to ship, crew 
and cargo. The vessel put into 
Schulau Harbor near Hamburg with 
its deck almost burned away and its 
lifeboats destroyed by fire. The 
skipper, Captain Jonas, explained 
that the unlucky catch was made off 
Heligoland, and when the head of the 
torpedo was hauled on deck for some 
unknown reason it burst into fierce 
flames. The deck caught fire and even 
the glass of the wheelhouse melted. 
The wheelhouse, the mast and rig- 
ging were all destroyed. The terrific 
heat made it impossible to fight the 
flames at first, but the crew later 
made desperate efforts to keep the 
flames down, fearing that the oil tank 
would explode. Fortunately, the fire 
was extinguished before the engines 
were affected. The crew escaped in- 


jury.

The Best Tank Heater 


Wood-Burning Fireplace Under Gal- 
vanized-Iron Tank 

After trying many ways of temper- 
ing drinking water for cattle and 
horses, the superintendent of the 
Beaverlodge Sub-station has decided 
that, for any situation where the fire 
hazard does not forbid it, the best 
system is a wood-burning fireplace 
under a galvanized-iron tank. The 
fireplace may be made of cement- 
concrete walls long enough and wide 
enough to support the metal tank in 
which the water is to be warmed. It 
is convenient to have the fireplace 
about twenty inches deep and to have 
a hinged iron door at the south or 
west end of it, with a four-foot brick 
chimney at the opposite end. Do not 
stick a stove-pipe length in this 
chimney to increase the draft. It 
will invalidate the fire insurance on 
any building situated within 60 feet 
unless the fact is reported to the in- 
surance company and a much higher 
premium paid. Many companies de- 
cline to accept insurance where a 
metal chimney flue is used. The in- 
surance agent raised no demur when 
the writer proposed a concrete fire- 
place with a brick chimney but 
warned against increasing the height 
by using a single length of stove 
pipe. 

Flush with the top face of the 
wall, a few cross bars of iron may 
be embedded to support the bottom 
of the tank. It is also well to have 
a sheet or two of old iron underneath 
the metal tank to protect its bot- 
tom, and especially its seams, from 
the direct blaze of the fire beneath. 

Draft may be improved and heat 
economized by banking with earth, 
except at the fireplace door, and 
along the side from which the ani- 
mals are to drink. Some protection 
may.be provided even there. 

Old fence posts, old poles or lum- 
ber, knotty wood or willow roots 
grubbed from the breaking make 
cheap fuel for such a fireplace and 
usuelly one or two fires a day will 
suffice. 


Old Test ‘Was Accurate 


Grandma Knew How To Tell When 
Linen Was Linen 

Grandma knew! When she wet 
her index finger, thrust it into a 
fabric, and peered anxiously: at the 
result, she wasn’t just being per- 
nickity. She was utilizing what is 
still—even in this age of complex 
testing devices—one of the most 
effective ways for determining 
whether material is cotton or linen. 

The finger test is effective, J. A. 
Nary, chief of the U. S. testing com- 
pany’s laboratory in the merchandise 
mart at Chicago, explained, because 
linen absorbs water more rapidly 
than cotton. Thus when water is 
placed on a mixture—cotton threads 
running one way, linen crosswise—it 
forms a oblong spot instead of the 
circular one characteristic of pure 
linen. 

In all cotton the spot will be cir- 
cular, too, but the water will remain 
on the surface a long time before 
being absorbed. 


United States Butter 


Government Official Does Not Expect 
That There Will Be Much Need 
For Importation 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
predicted there would be little im- 
portation of butter by the United 
States in the next year, Says a des- 
patch from Washington. 

“I’m speaking on a _ percentage 
basis, of course,” Wallace said. ‘‘You 
can talk about so many thousands of 
pounds coming in and make it sound 
imposing, but as a percentage of the 
total it won’t be important.” 

The statement was his answer to 
a press conference inquiry as to 
whether he believed an increased 
tariff on butter, such as had been 
suggested by a New York group, 
would be justified. 


Plan Has Proved Success 

That the experiment of the Cana- 
dian railways in the introduction of 
their pick-up and delivery freight ser- 
vices has proved to be an unqualified 
success, this year’s summer months’ 
shipments alone increasing more 
than eight million pounds per month, 
over the same period of last year, 
was stated at the annual meeting of 
Canadian National Railways Agents’ 
Association.

Rusted Wheat 


Grain Board’s Report Show 17 Per 
Cent. Graded As Rusted 

Some indication of the damage 
caused by rust to western wheat is 
given in the report of the statistics 
branch of the board of grain commis- 
sioners on the movement of western 
Canadian grain for September. Ap- 
proximately 17 per cent. is graded 
as “rusted.” Improvement in exports 
of wheat is foreshadowed. The re- 
port follows: 

The export movement of Canadian 
grain to overseas destinations has 
been slow indeed during the first two 
months of the crop year. There are, 
however, abundant indications of 4 
substantial improvement developing. 

Now that the movement from 
country points is in full swing, a bet- 
ter idea of the effect upon-this year’s 
crop of rust and unfavorable climatic 
conditions is obtainable. Using the 
inspection returns for the first nine 
days of October as a basis of calcula- 
tion, 17 per cent .of cars of bread 
wheats graded into the “special” 
(rusted) wheat grades and feed, 14 
per cent. graded number 5 and 6 and 
48 per cent. 3 northern and_ better. 
The heavy increase in the proportion 
of light-we'ght grain is reflected in 
the lower average weight per carload 
unloaded at the terminals, 1,474 
bushels in September as compared 
with 1,518 bushels a year ago. 


Winnipeg Building Program 


New Hotel, Theatre And _ Fifteen 
Stores Are Proposed 

Initial _plans to give Winnipeg @ 
new 12-storey hotel, a theatre, 15 
stores and a bus terminal on @ 
triangular piece of property in the 
business section of the city were 
laid before the civic public improve- 
ments committee.

$1,500,000, the scheme would be fin- 
anced partly by United States capital 
and promoted by a group of Winni- 
peg business men.

Experiment a little with shadow effects. You'll enjoy it. 


Did you ever snap shadow pic- 
tures? If you haven't you have 
missed a lot of fun and failed to get 
some grotesque but fascinating pic- 
tures to add interest to your snap- 
shot collection. 

Shadow pictures are easy to make, 
too. The main requisite is a good, 
strong sun in the late afternoon or 
early morning. Late afternoon, per- 
haps fifteen or twenty minutes be- 
fore the sun starts gradually to dis- 
appear below the horizon, is prefer- 
able, for your light is usually 
stronger at this time and casts 
deeper and sharper shadows. 

The two pictutes above are only 
a couple of examples of the many 
unusual pictures to be taken with 
the aid of a strong sun.

Crisis In 


Geological Survey Work 


Large Areas In West Are Found 
Favorable To Prospecting 

Large areas of territory favorable 
to prospecting have been brought to 
light as a result of this season's geo- 
logical survey work which sent 188 
parties to the field in 65 projects 
financed by $1,000,000 provided un- 
der the supplementary public works 
act. 

The surveys found territory suit- 
able to prospecting for gold and at 
least one promising silver area, Those 
geologists who have already returned 
from the field are busy preparing 
their reports which will be made 
available to prospectors next year. 

Surveys in one area of the north- 
west territories revealed about 2,900 
square miles of good prospecting 
ground for precious metal deposits 
and one occurrence showing free gold 
was staked by prospectors in the 
wake of one of the government 
parties. 

One of the Manitoba projects re- 
ported it had mapped 200 square 
miles of favorable gold prospecting 
ground. Some prospecting areas were 
found in Northern Saskatchewan, 
while a British Columbia party found 
tests should be made of tertiary 
gold-bearing gravels overlooked in 
the early placer mining days when 
the district yielded rich rewards. 

In an area west of Lake Superior 
copper-nickel mineralization of the 
Sudbury type was found. Sporadic 
outcroppings, not yet proved of 
economic significance, occur over @& 
distance of 14 miles. Three hundred 
square miles in the same district 
were found favorable to occurrence of 
silver.

“Physician, heal thyself!” Well 
might that mocking cry epitomize 
the advice of economic experts of the 
league on how to cure the crisis in 
world trade, says a report from Gen- 
eva. 

Everywhere doctors — individuals 
and govenments—are at work. They 
are employing purely national reme- 
dies for the disease. “The doctors 
have not yet been able to agree,” a 
report of the league’s economic com- 
mittee comments in tone of disap- 
pointed reproof, ‘and it has so far 
been impossible to attack the disease 
in the proper way—i.e., internation- 
ally. 

“Accordingly, the malady from 
which the world is now suffering is 
no longer entirely the crisis but 
rather the inability of the countries 
to co-ordinate their several efforts to 
emerge from the crisis. This in- 
ability to emerge from the crisis is 
a result of the paralysis of the inter- 
national circulation, the regular oper- 
ation of which is indispensable to the 
welfare of the civilized nations.” 

The sixteenth assembly of the 
league, representing 54 nations, gave 
its blessing to free international 
trade. The secretary of state for the 
United States sent a telegram of ap- 
proval. Recovery of trade, the as- 
sembly resolution held, would be as- 
sisted by the conclusion by as many 
countries as possible, of bilateral 
agreements having for their object 
the application of a more liberal 
economic policy. The resolution held 
further that the beneficial effects 
would be more widespread when 
based on the principle of the most- 
favored-nation clause. Agricultural 
experts are, in addition, to be con- 
sulted with a view to. finding a 
world solution for agricultural de- 
pression. 

And documents submitted present 
a revealing picture of a world where 
doctors went wrong. Two facts 
emerge. The first is the steady and 
very substantial recovery in raw ma- 
terial production and_ industrial 
activity. The second is the almost 
complete stagnation of international 
trade.

Canada-to-the-Gulf shelter belt about 
which so much was said and written 
a@ year ago, according to an announce- 
ment in the Forestry News Digest 
published by the American Tree As- 
sociation, Washington, D.C. 

Paul H. Roberts, acting director 


at Lincoln, Neb., says in the Digest. 


that 125 miles of shelterbelt plant- 
ings have been completed in the six 
states traversed by the zone. An 
additional 5,117 acres of special tree 
plantings on 1,926 farms have been 
completed. This later planting was 
made in co-operation with farmers. 

On the 649 acres of land now under 
lease for nursery purposes, seeding 
is being rapidly completed, and a 
number of the species are up. Bar- 
ring extreme weather conditions or 
unforeseen insect infestations, it is 
expected about 75,000,000 seedlings 
will be produced,

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Robert W. Babson, statistician and 
economist, predicts the United States 
will be out of the depression in six 
months and headed for prosperity. 

Winnipeg's death rate has been cut 
almost in half in the past 25 years, 
health department figures show. In 
1910, the rate was 13.6 per thousand 
population. Last year it was 7.6. 

At two mass meetings in Kingston, 
Jamaica, “congratulations” were ex- 
tended to Great Britain for her 
stand against Italy before the League 
of Nations. 

Sixteen persons were killed in Mos- 
cow when an eight-storey building 
collapsed during construction. The 
number of injured was not immedi- 
ately known.

Luxurious Rooms For Passengers On 
Denmark’s New Freighter 

The motorship Canada, newest and 
tinest ship of the Danish East Asiatic 
Line’s fleet, arrived recently on her 
maiden voyage from Europe to Port 
of Vancouver. 

Captain C. Knudsen, well-known 
in the port, formerly master of the 
company's Amerika, commands the 
new. Canada. 

Canada showed the port of the 
latest in modern ship architecture, 
with reffMements that have been in- 
spired by travel competition. 

She is an up-to-the-minute freigh- 
ter, with refrigerator space, in addi- 
tion to regular cargo space, for 75,- 
000 boxes of fresh fruits. 

But it is her luxurious passenger 
accommodation for 55 passengers 
which will attract the attention of 
landsmen. Beauty and convenience 
are allies aboard Canada. 

Appointments include a large din- 
ing room, which seats all passengers, 
luxurious social rooms which include 
a smoking saloon, ladies lounge, 
dance foyer, cocktail bar, children’s 
dining room, and a built-in swimming 
pool—the ‘first on any ship plying be- 
tween the Pacific coast and Europe 
direct. 

In the smoking saloon are paint- 
ings by Riberhold of Denmark's 
most-famed scenic attractions. In 
the dining room is a painting of 
Fredensborg Castle by Axel Johan- 
sen. 

All rooms on the new ship are air- 
conditioned, all are outside and 
equipped with standard beds. Seven- 
teen of the 25 double staterooms 
have private baths. There are five 
single rooms.

Energy Of Sea Will Propel 
German Liner 

Resembling a ferocious monster of 
the deep, an ocean liner is being de- 
signed in Germany to make use of 
the sea’s unlimited energy as a pro- 
pelling medium. : 

The ship will have an opening in 
its bow that will give it the appear- 
ance of a giant whale swimming over 
the water with its jaws ready to 
devour anything in its path. This 
opening will gather up the ocean 
waves and pass them through the 
ship. The water will be ejected by 
means of spouts along the sides of 
the liner. The water, forced out un- 
der pressure, is expected to drive the 
ship forward at great speed. As a 
result the expense of operating a 
liner is expected to be reduced, says 
“Modern Mechanix.” 

Within the mouth of the ship will 
be an observation platform and a row 
of windows, through which pas- 
sengers may watch the waves surg- 
ing into the hold. The unusual liner 
will be streamlined to increase its 
speed. 

R. J. May, an engineer of Pirna, 
Germany, conceived the idea for the 
novel ship. He plans to install a 
large suction pump at the rear of the 
liner’s mouth. This will draw up the 
water and force it under great pres- 
sure through pipes to the spouts 
along the sides. The electric motor 
driving the fan will be powered by 
a Diesel engine. 

May plans to build a model which 
will be tested on the Elbe river near 
Dresden, capital of Saxony. If tests 
prove successful, thé engineer will 
seek to interest steamship companies 
in his project. 

Unlike the ordinary liner which 
has propellers at the stern only, 
May’s ship will have nine points of 
propulsion. These are the nine 
spouts located at the sides and stern.

Board Paid By Criminals 


Michigan Will Collect From Convicts 
Able To Pay 

Honest taxpayers of Michigan no 
longer are required to pay all the up- 
keep of convicted criminals. At its 
last session, the State Legislature en- 
acted a law providing that, if they 
are financially able, convicts must 
pay to the State the cost of keeping 
them under lock and key. 

The law is modeled on the statutes 
in effect in several States, including 
Michigan and New York, under 
which inmates of asylums for the in- 
sane are required when able, to pay 
for their maintenance. 

Under Michigan’s new law, the 
State may seek to reimburse itself 
for the cost of either old or new in- 
mates. It is provided that proceed- 
ings ‘may be begun at any time after 
admittance’”’ to penal institutions, and 
collections may be made over the en- 
tire period of confinement.—Literary 
Digest. 


Record In Freak Writing 


Man Pens 1,741 Words On Twenty- 
Five-Cent Piece 

A new record in freak writing has 
been set up by a 70-year-old saddler, 
William Albery of Horsham, Eng- 
land. Within a circle covered by a 
Canadian 25-cent piece he has writ- 
ten with pen and ink a rhyme history 
of Horsham consisting of 7,770 let- 
ters in 1,741 words. 

He has put eight pages of poetry 
outlining the town’s history in Saxon 
and Norman times into that circle. 
By putting Horsham’s history under 
the microscope he has proved him- 
self a genius in penmanship. 

This example of concentrated his- 
tory, viewed by the naked eye, looks 
something like a greasy thumb-print, 
but with a powerful lens one can read 
it.

BELSHAZZAR’S FEAST 


Golden text: Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink a brawler: And whoso- 
ever erreth thereby is not wise. Pro- 
verbs 20:1, 

Lesson: Daniel 5:1-31. 

Devotional reading: Psalm 1. 


Explanations And Comments 


The Fate of Nebuchadnezzar, verses 
17-21. Belshazzar the king had 
promised Daniel a purple robe, 4 
chain of gold, and the position of 
third ruler in the kingdom, if he 
would interpret the handwriting that 
appeared on the wall, “Let thy gifts 
be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another,” returned Daniel, and then 
assured the king that he would in- 
terpret the writing. But first he re- 
minded Belshazzar of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s fate. 


Nebuchadnezzar became like the 
beasts and dwelt among them; he 
ate grass like oxen, and lived out un- 
der the open sky: this was his life 
until he recognized the supreme sov- 
ereignty of the Most High God. “His 
illness is well known to science as 
that form of hypochondriasis [mad- 
ness] in which a man takes himself 
for a wolf, or a dog, or some other 
animal.

NO VOLUNTARY 
WHEAT POOLS 
TO BE OPERATED 


Winnipeg.—With the long-sought 
Dominion wheat board in actual 
operation, no voluntary wheat pools 
will be operated by the Manitoba 
Pool Blevators, Limited, th's year, it 
was disclosed in the report of direc- 
tors accepted at the annual meeting 
of the pool delegates. 

Similar action on dropping volun- 
tary pools in favor of marketing by 
the Dominion wheat board will be 
taken by the Saskatchewan and A\l- 
berta wheat pools when the'r an- 
nual meetings are held shortly, said 
L. C. Brouillette, chairman of the 
central selling agency. 

Increased handlings of wheat, in- 
creased membership and reduction of 
indebtedness of the pool to the Mani- 
toba government were disclosed in 
reports to the 150 delegates from all 
parts of Manitoba. Payments to the 
government totalled $177,722.42 and 
met the due instalment in full. An 
operating surplus of $308,524.15 was 
reported. 

Termination of the voluntary 
pools because of establishment of the 
Dominion wheat board was in line 
with the policy of the pool organiza- 
tions, it was announced. The pool 


elevators will handle the grain and 
the marketing will be done by the 
Dominion wheat board. 

The change was anticipated in 
agitation for the Dominion wheat 
board and the Manitoba pool dele- 
gates passed a resolution asking that 
the board extend its operations “to 
handle coarse grains and to set a 
minimum price which approximates 
the cost of production.” Such action 
can be taken by the board if ap- 
proved by the governor-general-in- 
council. 

Pool members will continue to have 
the alternative of delivering their 
wheat to pool elevators and either 
accepting the street price when de- 
livery is made or selling through the 
board. The board set a minimum 
price of 87% cents a bushel No. 1 


Northern, Fort William basis, and 
further payments will be made to 
growers if earnings of the board war- 
rant them. 

With due instalments paid to the 
Manitoba government, indebtedness 
of the pool to the government as a 
result of re-financing four years ago, 
now stands at $1,639,363.87. Pay- 
ments made this year were $824,60.16 
on interest and $95,262.26 on prin- 
cipal. “The liability of the Manitoba 
Pool Elevators to the province will 
be liquidated in full,” said the direc- 
tors’ report. 

Increase in membership of 864 
brought the total membership to 10,- 
142, the report said. Wheat handled 
increased from 10,034,359 in the crop 
year 1933-34 to 10,908,637 in the crop 
year 1934-35. After taking care of all 
expenses, a net operating surplus of 
$308,524.15 was shown from which 
the payments to the Man‘toba gov- 
ernment were deducted along with 
other payments to working capital, 
etc. 


Threat Of Typhoid

Harar.—Italy has been forced by 
the threat of a typhoid fever epi- 
demic to shift 10,000 of its troops 
from Italian Somaliland to Eritrea, 
it was reported here.

The ultimate scheme would involve 
free medical, hospital and drug ser- 
wice to individuals, the cost to be 
borne “probably by provincial and 
municipal governments out of taxes.”’ 
In the unit area contemplated, said 
Mr. Griffiths, there would be no 
change in the present system except 
that doctors, druggists and hospitals 
would not send bills to patients. Pay- 
ment would be taken care of from a 
common fund provided by the muni- 

cipal and provincial governments. 


Explore Polar Sea 


Wilkins And Ellsworth Expedition 
Leave For Antarctic 

Montevideo, Uruguay.—The Nor- 
wegian whaling ship Wyatt Earp 
buzzed with activity as Lincoln Ellis- 
worth and Sir Hubert Wilkins com- 
pleted preparations to sail at once 
for their Antarctic expedition. 

Accompanied by two Canadian 
aviators — Herbert Hollicke-Kenyon, 
of Winnipeg, and J. H. Lymburner, of 
Montreal—Ellsworth hopes to span 
Antarctica by air before Jan. 1 in 
the low-winged monoplane “Polar 
Star’ which has undergone intensive 
tests here. It will be Ellsworth’s 
third attempt to conquer the icy con- 
tinent by air. 

The objective of the flight across 
2,800 miles of ice-bound mountain 
crags and snowy wastes will be to 
determine if possible whether Ant- 
arctica is one immense continent or 
two, divided by a channel from the 
Weddell sea to the Ross sea. 


Enforcement Of Act Delayed 


Premier Aberhart Gives Out State- 
ment Regarding Health Insurance 
Edmonton.—State health insurance 

will not be brought into effect for 
some time, it was announced by Pre- 
mier Aberhart. The act, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, will 
stand over until payments of basic 
dividends begin. 

“One reason for not taking action 
now is that Social Credit means 
health benefits for the people,’ the 
premier said. 

One objection was that under state 
health insurance there would be 
direct levies on people living in a unit 
organized under the plan. 

As a result it is felt, he said, that 
the matter should stand over until 
Soc'al Credit is brought into opera- 
tion, when there would be automatic 
health benefits for the people. 


Big U.S. Deficit 
Washington—Uncle Sam _ dipped 
his pen in red ink, and reported his 
deficit had passed the billion-dollar 
mark for the present fiscal year. The 
United States treasury in a state- 
ment put the deficit at $1,007,457,156 
through Oct. 14. This compared with 
a deficit of $687,211,671 on the com- 

parable date of last year. 


Powerful Radio Stations Canadian Legion Anniversary| 


U.S. Talk Of Install'ng Super-Powered 
Stations Near Border 

Washington.—_A study aimed at 
re-aligning the United States radio 
system to provide from 20 to 40 
super-powered stations and probably 
150 new low-powered ones has been 
undertaken by engineers of the fed- 
eral communications commission. 

Plans under considerat'on are said 
to call for the establishment of high- 
powered stations on the Canadian 
and Mexican borders. These stations, 
however, would operate with direc- 
tional antennae, throwing most of 
their power inland and away from 
the border stations of Canada and 
Mexico. 

Ottawa.-Before any general plan 
was cons‘dered finally by the United 
States which would involve the set- 
ting up in that country of super- 
powered radio stations, each of 500,- 
000 watts power, Canada and Mexico 
would be invited to confer with 
Washington on the proposals as_ it 
would involve probable interferences 
with broadcasting operations here 
and in Mexico. No invitation to such 
a conference has been received here. 


Brazil Reduces Army 
Finance Commission Anxious To Save 
On 1936 Budget 

Rio De Janeiro— Although virtu- 
ally every important world power is 
increasing its armaments, the finance 
commission on the chamber of 
deputies approved a slash in Brazil's 
standing army. The proposal would 
remove 3,000 men from the army, 
leaving it at 656,162, in an effort to 


save about $300,000 in the 1936 bud- 
get.

Ottawa.—It was learned here that 
Rt, Hon. Mackenzie King, in acknowl-

Study Air Currents 


Balloons Sail Into Stratosphere To 
Collect Valuable Information 

Calgary.—Every night at 6 during 
last week a balloon was released at 
Calgary airport to sail into the 
stratosphere and collect valuable in- 
formation concerning air currents 
and temperature. 

The experiment, carried out by C. 
H. Bromley of the Calgary meteoro- 
logical bureau, are in conjunction 
with Dominion-wide work under the 
supervision of John Patterson, chief 
of the Dominion meteorological 
bureau at Toronto. 

Three balloons were réleased in 
Calgary last March when the experi- 
ments began and another trio were 
sent out on fact-finding missions in 
June. Four were found, one go'ng as 
far east as the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
boundary. 

When the balloon bursts in the 
stratosphere, the double kite carries 
the instruments safely to the ground. 
The aluminum case is fixed between 
the kites and never touches the 
ground. Directions are attached to 
the kites asking that they be for- 
warded to the meoteorological office 
at Toronto where a reward will be 
paid for their return.

GENEVA PUTS 
MORE WEIGHT 
BEHIND LEAGUE 


Geneva. — Geneva has put more 
weight behind the League of Nations! 
sanctions against Italy. Its “general 
staff’ of 52 nations adopted a reso-| 
lution urging member states quickly | 
to fulfill their “duty to take the nec- 
essary steps to enable them to carry 
out” their sanctions obligations. 

Earlier, the heaviest artillery for 
economic sanctions—a “buy nothing 
from Italy” plan—was moved into} 
committee discussion by Anthony 
Eden, British minister for league 
affairs. Eden observed with satisfac- 
tion that no open opposition was ex- | 
pressed to his proposal to prohibit| 
importation of “all goods manufac-| 
tured in Italy,” although the eco- 
nomic sanctions committee has not as 
yet definitely adopted it. 

Once economic sanctions—a key 
products embargo and the “buy noth~ 
ing from Italy’’ boycott—-have been 
finally approved, the first phase of 
the league’s sanctions drive will be 
ended. 

From then on League of Nations 
sanctions activities likely will be con- 
fined to watching over the enforce- 
ment of measures adopted. 

Paris.—After the League of Na-} 
tions has acted upon Great Britain's 
proposal that a “buy nothing from | 
Italy” campaign be adopted as a 
sanction, France and Britain, officials | 
disclosed, plan to ask the United 
States whether it would support a 
world-wide embargo against Italian 
exports if the league should adopt 
such a sanction. 

The two powers will seek to learn 
if the United States would restrict 
its Italian imports to aid the league.

WAR MATERIALS 
RUSHED FORWARD 
TO AID ETHIOPIA 


Zeila, British Somaliland.—Ethio- 
pian commanders and their staffs are 
working at high tension day and 
night to complete plans to oppose in- 
vasion on a battleground of their 
own choosing, according to reports 
reaching here. 

Cheered by Somali tribesmen, 
trucks carrying new rifles and cart- 
ridges for the Ethiopian army are 
passing daily through British Som- 
aliland, en route to Jijiga and Harar. 

More than 100,000 tons of muni- 
tions, shipped across the Red sea 
from Aden and landed by British 
vessels at Berbera, have been deliver- 
ed safely across the frontier since 
Britain lifted the arms embargo 
against Ethiopia. 

Had dry weather enabled Ital'an 
tanks to make a dash through the 
desert, this route from the coast 
would have been cut off and the em- 
peror’s costly purchases would have 
been useless. But continued rains 
have delayed the tanks and held up 
the Italian troops. 

Rifles have been redistributed by 
the mule load to troops scattered in 
the highlands, where scenes of the 
wildest rejoicing followed their re- 
ceipt. Hardy hill fighters who never 
saw a modern weapon _ before, 
acknowledge the precious gifts with 
kisses and go off waving them in the 
air.

Watcher Disobeyed Orders 


Shot Fired At Bird May Have Started 
Ethiopian War 

One shot, fired at a bird, may have 
started the war in Ethiopia. 

This explanation of the Ual Val 
border clash last December, the in- 
cident that supposedly set in motion 
Italy’s war preparations, was given 
by witnesses before an international 
committee of four at Geneva, the 
United States member, Dr. Pitman 
Benjamin Potter, revealed. 

Dr. Potter, former political science 
professor at the University of Wis- 
‘| consin, said the Ual Ual commission 
heard that 1,500 Ethiopian troops and 
5,000 Italian native soldiers, in the 
undemarcated and disputed border 
fringe, had “stared at each other” 
for 10 days, when some restless 
watcher fired at a bird. 

The shot, flickering tense nerves, 
plunged the forces into an all-night 
clash, which ended only when white 
Italian officers assumed charge, caus- 
ing the Ethiopians to be routed with 
tank and aeroplane reinforcements, 

The commission’s. decision that 
Ethiopia was not to blame for the 
incident, deprived Italy of her origin- 
al complaint, Two Italian members, 
as well as a French member and Dr. 
Potter, concurred, 

Dr. Potter said he believed Italy 
had good grounds for remedial action 
in Ethiopia, in the undefined border
